Bert Shannon, who was fully 
clothed, and others also pluck- 
ily endeavored to give assist- 
ance but their efforts were of 
no avail, 

A boat was brought from the 
ferry and the body was seeured 
by Z. Livermore and others 
who had been endeavoring to 
tind it with boat hooks, The 
body had been in the water 
about fifty minutes, and the 
water at this part was sume 
eighteen to twenty feet deep.

A complete survey to aseer- 
tain the amount of auitable 
farming land lying within easy 
access of the E.D, & B.C. and A, 
& G. W. railway lines will be 
undertaken by the provincial 
government during the present 
Summer and Fall in order to 
secure accurate intormation as 
to the potential wealth of the 
part of the province served by 
the government - owned rail- 
ways. 

This survey will be in charge 
of Alfred Chard, freight rate 
and traffic supervisor for the 
province, who will aasemble 
and compile all available data. 
Field men will later be sent out 
to go over the ground not al- 
ready covered in the prelimin- 
ary inspection. Much inform- 
ation as to the amount of ag- 
ricultural land available in 
crown land areas and Indian 
Reserves will be secured from 
the files and records of the 
Dominion Government,

Primitive Life of First Settlers in 
Upper Canada
